2. Mr. Sorensen asked Council to review the Biggs Municipal Code related to signs, 
specifically the street side fence in front of 470 B Street (which is City property in 
public right-of-way).

A committee consisting of Vice Mayor Sheppard and Councilmember Bassett was 
formed to discuss the concept of a permitting process to allow for some level of time 
extension, particularly regarding work related vehicles and trailers.

6.25.055 with the goal of improving internal consistency. Council had no opposition 
to the new language.
